ine of defence. The most important 
German gains west of the Meuse have 
been made through night attacks, 
probably because no matter how efli- 
vigilant the French artil- 
lery observation ollicers are, it is 
more difficult to direct artillery firs 
by searchlights and star shells than 
by the fight of the sun. The recent 
(rerman night assaults have been less 
fortunate than those of several weckg 
ago. An endeavor to take the Cauret- 
te Wood, between Cumuieres and Le 
Mort Homme, early yesterday morn- 
ing came to grief, although the Ger- 
mans were provided with flaming 
liguids.

After some 
grenade fighting the French occupied 
the southern edges of two craters in 
advance of their trenches at Courtes- 
Chaussees.

at Felghie. The Turks have sent out 
an official report stating that the 
Vritish were “‘bloodily defeated’ in 


the battle of Sunday, and that three 
thousand dead were left on the bat- 
and in the Turkish trenches 
penetrated during the struggle. The 
Vritish Thirteenth Division, which 
took part in the Gallipoli campayn, 
is said tor have suffered severely. ‘I he 
thirteenth Division was transferred to 
kyypt from Gallipoli. There is. still 
a large British army there, apart from, 
Indian and Australian troops, and 
now that all danger of the invasion 
of Egypt is at an end. large rein- 
torcements will be available for the 
Mesopotamia campaign. 

A despatch from W’etrograd to a 
Danish paper states that  Pritish, 
French and Japanese artillery oflicers 


are assisting in the direction of the 
Kussian artillery, and that this ac- 
counts for the increased efficiency of 


the Russian guns, which are now said 
to be as -well served as those of Ger- 
many. A good many experts in var- 
ious branches of warfare must have 
been placed at the service of Russia 
by her allies. Little has been heard 
during the winter of the British sub- 
marines in the Baltic, but the ice 
must have gone out of the Russian 
harbors cre this, and operations will 
very soon, The Daltie 
submarines are an important factor 
in the blockade of Germany’s ports, 
for Sweden has been very active in 
supplying contraband of war to the 
(;ermans. 

An Austrian official report states 
that the Italians near Riva have been 
ejected from several trench salients 
captured by them from the Austrians 
early in the weck. The Italian at- 
tuck, it is asserted, ended in a com- 
plete failure. 

Russian official reports deal with 
comparatively unimportant  engage- 
ments on the Dwina front and in the 
region of Pinsk. The operations in 
Caucasus still make progress, 
The Russians have taken additional 
positions from the ‘Turks west of 
Erzeruni. South of Witlis they have 
repulsed all enemy attacks, and south 
of Lake Urumiah they have defeated 
Kurd detachments which hastily re- 
treated to the southward. There — js 
no news as yet of the Russian force 
crossing the ranges of Lurfstan  to- 
ward Pagdad, but from that City 
comes the statement that the civilian 
population is heing removed, and de- 
fences are heing thrown up around it. 
The Turks are not likely to give up 
the city of the Caliphs without a 
struggle.

Two Hundred Thousand Germans 
Are Engaged in the Latest As- 
sault, but the Enemy is Unable to

LONDON, April 11.—Yesterday’s 
despatch from Paris says: 

“This is the fiftieth day of the 
battle of Verdun, and the French 
troops are withstanding the flercest 
and most persistent onslaught made 
by the Germang sinee the war began. 

“The latest azzault was delivered 
by some 200,000 men, Still the 
French line is nct only unbroken, 
but unchanged; sgifll tbe Germans 
are battering the outer line of de- 
fences and still are as far as ever 
from the only French positions pro- 
0 aig Verdun that are really essen- 

he 

“Without pause the German 
Crown Prince, taking advantage of 
the evacuation of the Bethincourt sa- 
lient by the French and the occupa- 
tion of that position by the Germans, 
has throavn several divisions against 
the new French line, but so far has 
been unable to break that line at 
any point. 

“The bombardment of the whole 
front west of the Meuse is of increas- 
ing intensity on both sides. Germans, 
moving down along the Haucourt- 
Bethincourt line, attacked the French 
positions south of the Forges Brook. 
Here they had to face the full fury 
of the French guns, which cost them 
heavy losses, 

“The French front along the stra- 
tegic sector extending from Le Mort 
Homme to Cumieres remained un- 
moved, and further attempts to as- 
sault were arrested by the French 
curtain of fire. 

“Tho French still hold their posi- 
tions in the Caillette Wood, . which 
has been the scene of heavy fighting, 
and against which German attacks 
are being directed daily. 

The village of Bethincourt, which 
the Germans have been pounding for 
days with artillery and with in- 
fantry attacks, was evacuated by the 
French Saturday night, and Sunday 
the new line withstood the most fur- 
{ous assaults which have been made 
by the Crown Prince’s army in many 
days. 

As now established, the French 
line in this sector runs from the Avo- 
court redoubt along the wooded 
slopes to the west of Hill 304, fol- 
lows the Forges creek to the north- 
east of Haucourt, and joins the posi- 
tions already held to the south of the 
crossing of the PBethincourt-Esnes 
and Bethincourt-Chattancourt roads.

BLACK, GREEN OR MIXED, 
BRINGING UP TROOPS. 


Said to Be Planning an 
Eastern Offensive. 


LONDON, April 11.—Despatches 
from Petrograd forecast a _ serious 
German effort in Courland. Large 
troop movements have been noticed 
by Russian aviators—a constant 
stream of trains bound for the Cour- 
land bases, accompanied by big parks 
of new artillery. These forecasts are 
regarded as more than plausible be- 
cause of the situation of the German 
armies on the Russian front. 

No line in the east less easily de- 
fended could have been selected by 
the German staff than the one occu- 
pied by the German armies from the 
Gulf of Riga to Volhynia. Except 
for the field railways built since 
their offensive was stopped last Sep- 
tember, the entire line from Dvinsk 
to the Galician frontier is without 
railway support. The nearest sub- 
stantial iecfensive line in the rear is 
that of Brest-Litovsk, 75 miles away. 
Almost in sight of the trench line, 
however, is the Riga-Dvinsk-Rovno 
railroad. By it, cut only from Vilna 
to Lida, Russian troops and supplies 
can be moved from one end of the 
front to the other wherever danger 
threatens. Nowhere is the Russian 
army more than a day’s march from 
this element of support. Pushed be- 
hind the railway the Russian forces 
would be in as difficult a position as 
the Germans are to-day, for the clos- 
est lateral rail line would be more 
than 150 miles in their rear. Every 
advantage of terrain at present lies 
with the Russians. Furthermore, 
they are nearer to their arsenals and 
their main supp!y depots than the 
Germans, so that in any general en- 
gagement the odds are strongly in 
their favor. This fact, however, can- 
not be expected to deter the German 
command from secking a decision. 











It is obvious, despite their initial , 


handicap, that for a successful de- 
fence of their eastern line the Ger- 
mans must obtain control of Riga- 
Rovno railway. This means the cap- 
ture of Riga, Dvinsk, and Minsk. It 
is regarded as certain, then, that in 
the next few weeks Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg will make another 
and more determined effort to cover 
the ten and twenty miles that sep- 
arate him from comparatively easy 
defensive positions. ,

Keeping a Lamp Clean.

“Concerning the 12Ist_ Division, 
which took possession of north Vaux 
about March 12th, we have precise in- 
formation.

The 60th Regi- 
rient met similar losses, of which the 
total reported 60 per cent. of the 
regiment’s elfectives.

As the range 
of the artillery lengthens, the zone of | 
destruction behind the battle Dine in- 
creases proportionately. ‘lhe German 
artillery, literally piled up in the 
woods, suffered losses comparable with | 
those of the infantry.

“We arrive thus, keeping within a 
most moderate estimate, at upwards 
of 200,000 men as the figures of our 
enemy's losses before Verdun.’’

Certuinly to few women—and to few 
men—bas it been given to serve their 
fellows so splendidly and so effective- 
ly. Florence Nightingale found chaos 
in military hospitals; she created or- 
der and all that order implies. 

After the battle of Alma, in the 
Criinean war, the military hospital at 
Scutari was like a dirty shambles 
Wounded men died in hundreds in the 
midst of squilor and vermin. Crowds 
of poisonous flies buzzed ceaselessiy 
above the sick; medical supplies were 
inadequate; proper food could not be 
had; there were no arrangements for 
washing or sanitation. 

The plight of the wounded soldiers, 
berded together in this hotbed of pesti- 
lence, was worse than if they had been 
left upon the battlefield. ‘Are there 
no devoted women inong you,” wrote 
Russell, the famous war correspondent 
of the London Times, “able and will- 
ing to go forth and administer to the 
sick and suffering soldiers in the east 
in the bospitals at Scutari? Are none 
of the daughters of England at this 
hour of need ready for such a work of 
merey 7" 

This appeal was answered almost in. 
stantly. Sidney Herbert wus then at 
the head of the war office, and when 
the authorities began to be inundated 
by letters from women of all classes 
anxious to respond to the call Mr. Her 
bert’s thoughts at once turned to the 
lady who was in bis opinion the one 
woman capable of organizing and tnak- 
ing out to the Crimea a staff of nurses 
The woman was [lorence Nightingale. 

Miss Nightingale wus thirty-four at 
the time, and from her childhood she 
had devoted herself to the study of 
bospital nursing und bospital manage. 
ment. In 1849 she bad enrolled herself 
as a volunteer nurse at the first train- 
ing school for sick nurses established 
in modern times—the Deaconess insti. 
tution ut Kalserworth, on the Rbine. 
When the war broke out there wus no 
woman in all England better titted 
than [lorence Nightingale to vive to 
England's soldiers comfort and relief.” 

Mr. Herbert wrote to Miss Nightin. 
gale and asked her if she would go out 
and supervise the whole thing. His

Wounded men. so horribly mangled 
that doctors gave them no hope, and 
other nurses could not bring them- 
selves to touch them, were saved from 
death by the tireless care of this one 
wonderful woman.

$250,000 was presented to her by & 
grateful nation. She used it all for 
the founding of the Nightingale Train- 
ing Home For Nurses at St. Thomas’ 
hospital. England, whicb is practically 
the parent of modem training homes 
throughout the world, just 2s Florence 
Nightingale was the mother of all nres- 
ent day nurses.

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STOP SOIL WASHING. 


Winter Time Sbould Be Used in 
Work to Avoid This Loss. 


Brush and straw piles that will be 
in the way during the farming season 
should be hauled away and used to 
stop soil washing. Every one has 
seen enormous gullies cut in a single 
season and years spent in trying to 
undo the mischief, but few realize 


that sheet washing is gradually tak- 
ing away the best surface soil of our 
ticlds to such an extent that soil 
washing is the greatest single source 
of joss on many of our farms. The 
less busy winter time should be used 
in active work to stop this loss and 
in planning next season’s field work 
so that the flelds will be planted and 
cultivated across the slope or around 
the hill, so that the rows will not 
run straight down in such a way as to 
furnish the steepest possible channel 
for the run off from rains. Those 
who have such winter cover crops as 
rye to bold the sofl in place are for- 
tunate, but those who do not should 
not flatter themselves that no wash- 
ing is going on even in the winter 
time when there is less rainfall. 
Small gullies that have just started 
in cornfields or wheatfields or even 
in pastures and meadows may often

Young 
stems may become soft rotted or 
crack open, but no direct connection 
has been found between the leaf spot 
and the soft rots of the fruit. A 
heavy infestation, however, often ma- 
terially reduces the crop by destroy- 
ing the active leaf surface of the 
plants.

ABOUT GOOD BUTTER. 


How to Keep it In the Refrigerator 
Without Contamination, 

| Most persons nowadays are fastid- 
fous about the butter they eat. ‘The 
woman who is content to do without 
fruit and vegetables out of season 
usually considers it no extravagance 
to buy the best butter. And the num- 
ber of persons who pay a really high 
price for special butter, fresh butter 
or other butter with an especially 
sweet flavor increases every week. 

But the best butter can be rendered 
unfit for eating with little difficulty. 
Good butter needs to be carefully kept 
and it is often sv carelessly or ignor- 
antly cared for in stores and houses 
that it loses its good qualities. 

The intelligent dealer, of course, has 
proper refrigerators and usually keeps 
butter in u separate compartment. As 
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an extra safeguaré he buys butter in 
small prints or blocks, and these are 
wrapped in waxed paper. But now 
comes the task of preserving its fresh- 
ness in the home refrigerator. 

Butter absorbs odors very readily, 
and that is why it is so difficult to 
keep properly. Of course it is quite out 
of the question to have a separate 
compartmeut fur butter in the ordinary 
home refrigerator. But it is possible 
to keep the butter separate from ev- 


| erything else by keeping it in a special 


covered dish. Glass jars with glass 
covers that clamp securely into place 
are Sold for this purpose, and one of 
them is nn economy. As soon as the 
butter comes intu the house remove the 
pasteboard and paper wrappings and 
put it into one of these jars. It should 

wasbed and scalded and thoroughly 
dried before receiving a new cake of 
butter. Any old butter remaining 
should be packed iutu unotber covered 
dish, 

If the ice gives out and the butter 
is soft, try hardening it by puttting it 
in a bowl under running cold water. 
This will do wonders witb the butter, 
When it begins ‘> burden around the 
outside cut it in smaller pieces so that 
the juside purt will also barden.
